Out-Patients — Out-patients  are  admitted  every  day  (except 

Sundays,  Christmas  Day,  Good  Friday,  and 
Bank  Holidays)  from  Nine  o’clock  until 
Twelve  o’clock  (noon)  at  the  entrance  to 
the  Out-patient  Department. 

Patients  who  live  in  or  near  Sunderland  are  requested 
to  be  at  the  Infirmary  not  later  than  Ten 
d’clock. 

Out-patients  coming  from  the  country  are  admitted 
daily  up  to  Twelve  (noon),  but  they  are 
requested  to  be  at  the  Infirmary  as  early  as 
possible  before  that  hour. 

In-Patients — The  Surgeons  decide  whether  it  is  necessary 

for  a  patient  to  be  received  as  an  in-patient. 

Cases  of  Accident  and  Urgent  Cases— Cases  of  accident 

and  urgent  cases  are  admitted  at  any  time. 
All  Accident  Cases,  on  entering  the 
building  by  the  main  entrance,  Stockton 
Road,  and  notifying  that  it  is  an  accident, 
will  be  attended  to  immediately.

EXTRACT  FROM  THE  RULES. 

GOVERNORS. 

5. — The  office  of  Governor  shall  be  considered  as  attached  to  and  all  duties 
and  privileges  attached  to  that  office  shall  be  exercisable  by  any  person  or  persons 
possessing  one  or  other  of  the  following  qualifications  :  — 

(а)  Donors  of  £50  or  upwards  at  one  time  shall  be  Governors  for  life. 

(б)  Subscribers  of  £1  Is.  or  upwards  annually  shall  be  Governors  during 
every  year  for  which  they  subscribe. 

(c)  The  President  shall  be  a  Governor  during  his  term  of  office. 

(d)  Members  of  the  Medical  Board  shall  be  Governors  during  their  term  of 
office. 

(e)  Any  person  giving  by  testamentary  disposition  a  sum  of  £100  or  upwards 
may,  by  will  or  otherwise  in  writing,  nominate  any  person  to  be  a  Life  Governor. 

(g)  The  Minister  of  any  Church,  Chapel,  or  any  other  place  of  worship,  or 
any  person  collecting  and  paying  in  at  one  time  a  collection  of  £10  or  upwards, 
shall  be  a  Governor  during  the  year  following  such  payment.

To  the  Governors  of  the  Institution. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  General  Committee  have  pleasure  in  presenting  to 
you  their  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  31st  December, 
1927. 

Medical  Work  for  the  Year. — Your  Committee 
are  justly  proud  of  the  record  of  work  done  in  connection 
with  the  Eye  Infirmary  during  last  year.  Owing  to  the  sad 
experiences  of  1926,  which  will  be  remembered  from  a 
financial  standpoint  as  one  of  the  worst  for  Voluntary  Insti¬ 
tutions,  there  were  serious  doubts  and  misgivings  as  to  what 
was  in  store  for  1927  ;  but  the  work  of  this  Institution  has 
never  flagged,  and,  with  improved  conditions  in  shipbuilding, 
engineering,  and  allied  trades,  a  brighter  prospect  appeared  on 
the  horizon,  and  another  record  of  work  done  has  been 
created.  Ordinary  cases  of  diseases  of  the  eye  have  increased 
somewhat ;  but  there  have  been  large  increases  of  accident 
cases  to  the  eye,  owing  to  many  more  men  now  being  at  work 
in  the  shipyards  and  engine  shops,  and,  at  certain  times  of  the 
year,  all  the  beds  in  the  Institution  have  been  fully  occupied. 
The  work  has  always  been  cheerfully  done  by  the  Surgeons, 
Nurses,  and  Staff,  and  the  large  increases  in  out-patients  has 
at  times  taxed  them  very  severely.  In  spite  of  the  difficulties 
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of  working,  the  duties  of  the  Staff  have  been  satisfactorily 
carried  out. 

There  were  12,623  new  cases  treated  during  the  year, 
which  with  those  —  6,858 — already  on  the  books  at  the  com¬ 
mencement  of  the  year,  bring  the  total  number  receiving 
treatment  to  19,481 — an  increase  of  4,246. 

The  total  number  of  attendances  of  out-patients  reached 
the  high  figure  of  72,142,  against  56,816  for  1926  —  an 
increase  of  15,326.  This  creates  a  record  so  far  as  attend¬ 
ances  go.  There  were  306  working  days  during  1927,  with 
an  average  daily  attendance  of  235*75.  The  daily  numbers 
vary  somewhat — Saturday,  Monday,  and  Tuesday  being  the 
busiest  days — and  on  certain  days  there  has  been  an  attend¬ 
ance  of  over  400.  This  shows  in  no  mean  measure  the 
appreciation  of  the  services  rendered  at  the  Eye  Infirmary, — 
the  care  and  attention  given  being  highly  appreciated  by  the 
patients. 

Your  General  Committee  are  indeed  proud  of  such  a 
record  as  the  foregoing,  and  of  the  confidence  shown  in  the 
Infirmary  by  the  patients.  Many  of  these  come  from  great 
distances  from  Sunderland,  several  attending  from  the  iron 
and  steel  works  at  Dormanstown,  Redcar,  South  Bank, 
Middlesbrough,  Billingham,  Stockton,  Thornaby,  Norton-on- 
Tees,  Darlington,  Eldon,  Shildon,  Bishop  Auckland,  Spenny- 
moor,  Tudhoe,  Ferryhill,  Consett,  both  banks  of  the  Tyne, 
Blyth,  and  North  Yorkshire.  All  the  patients  speak  in  glow¬ 
ing  terms  of  the  treatment  received  at  the  hands  of  the 
Surgeons,  and  the  care  bestowed  on  those  who  become  in¬ 
patients. 

Income  and  Expenditure. — The  ordinary  income  for 
1927  was  /"8,235  5s.  3d.,  against  /"5,757  15s.  Id  . —  an  increase 
of  7^2,477  10s.  2d.  This  increase  is  mainly  owing  to  the  secur¬ 
ing  of  fresh  subscribers  and  the  fact  that  the  shipyards  and 
engine  works  are  now  more  fully  occupied  with  work,  whereas 
for  the  past  few  years  very  little  has  been  received  from  them 
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owing  to  slackness  in  trade.  In  spite  of  the  sad  disturbance 
in  the  mining  industry  in  the  County  of  Durham,  the  various 
Miners’  Lodges  have  contributed  handsomely  to  the  funds  of 
the  Eye  Infirmary.  We  sincerely  trust  that  ere  long  improved 
conditions  will  be  the  lot  of  the  miners  of  this  district.  The 
ordinary  expenditure  for  1927  was  £5,797  11s.  4|d.,  against 
£5,745  8s.  5d. — an  increase  of  £52  2s.  ll|d.,  which  is  ac¬ 
counted  for  principally  by  the  extraordinary  increase  of  the 
number  of  patients. 

Legacies  and  Donations. — There  has  not  been  a 
legacy  left  to  this  Institution  during  the  year;  but  several 
gifts  and  donations  have  been  received  from  grateful  patients. 
The  “  Emanon  Committee,”  prior  to  the  Great  War,  had 
done  a  large  amount  of  good  by  organising  various  schemes 
to  raise  money  for  charitable  institutions.  One  of  the 
“Emanon  Committee,”  who  had  been  an  in-patient,  formu¬ 
lated  a  donation  scheme,  and  raised  the  handsome  sum  of  £90. 
This  year  the  Eye  Infirmary  benefitted  to  the  extent  of  £100 
— their  portion  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Roker  Regatta  and 
Carnival — held  in  August  last.  The  sincere  thanks  of  the 
Committee  are  accorded  to  all  who  have  assisted  the  funds  in 
any  way. 

Committees. — The  various  Committees  of  the  Institu- 
tution  have  met  regularly  during  the  year,  the  House  and 
Accounts  Committee  looking  carefully  after  the  income  and 
expenditure,  and  also  seeing  that  all  necessities  required  were 
of  the  best  quality.  During  the  year,  owing  to  the  increase 
in  the  number  of  in-patients,  extra  expenditure  had  to  be 
incurred  in  the  purchase  of  new  beds  and  equipment,  the 
Committee  being  compelled  to  take  over  the  ward  occupied 
by  women  and  use  it  for  men,  and  place  the  women  in  the 
children’s  ward  which  had  not  been  fully  occupied  for  some 
time.  This  has  proved  very  beneficial  in  the  general  working 
of  the  Institution.  The  Ladies’  Committee  have  held  meet- 
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ings  regularly,  seeing  to  the  comfort  and  welfare  of  the 
patients,  the  purchase  of  linen  goods  and  other  necessary 
household  articles.  They  pay  regular  visits  to  the  wards, 
and  bring  a  large  amount  of  pleasure  and  comfort  to  the 
patients,  and  so  tend  to  relieve  the  dullness  caused  by  being 
compelled  to  be  away  from  “one’s  own  fireside.” 

Workmen’s  Governors.— There  are  now  112  repre- 
resentatives  on  the  Workmen’s  Governors  Board  of  this 
Institution.  They  meet  every  quarter,  and  practically  all  take 
a  keen  and  active  interest  in  everything  that  pertains  to  the 
wellbeing  of  the  patients  and  the  Eye  Infirmary  in  general. 
They  are  always  ready  to  assist  in  any  effort  to  raise  money 
for  our  funds.  No  less  than  87  made  one  or  more  attendances 
at  the  meetings  during  the  year,  some  coming  from  consider¬ 
able  distances.  They  are  ever  ready  with  suggestions  for  the 
welfare  of  the  Institution. 

Emblem  Days. — For  many  years  now  the  Workmen’s 
Governors  have  laid  themselves  out  to  increase  the  income  by 
various  efforts,  and  the  Emblem  Days  have  been  one  of  their 
principal  efforts,  with  satisfactory  results.  In  1926,  owing  to 
a  combination  of  causes,  it  was  not  possible  to  arrange  any 
days — several  dates,  which  had  already  been  fixed,  having  to 
be  cancelled.  During  1927,  however,  there  was  a  consider¬ 
able  revival  of  interest  in  the  “  Emblem  Days,”  several  being 
held  in  the  colliery  districts  and  also  in  Sunderland,  South 
Shields,  and  West  Hartlepool.  Our  friends  at  Washington 
again  came  to  our  aid,  organised  a  splendid  campaign  for  our 
funds,  which  realised  the  handsome  sum  of  £‘\A  11s.  6d.  A 
pleasing  feature  was  the  opening  of  new  ground  at  West 
Hartlepool,  where  the  Committee  of  the  South  Durham  Steel 
and  Iron  Co.,  Ltd.,  Workmen’s  Club  met  and  decided  to  hold 
an  effort  on  behalf  of  the  Eye  Infirmary,  and,  although  there 
was  a  big  carnival  in  Hartlepool  that  day,  the  workers  put  a 
lot  of  energy  into  their  work,  and  secured  by  their  first 
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attempt  the  sum  of  7^38  10s.,  which  was  made  up  to  £*\0  by 
the  Works’  Club  Committee.  In  South  Shields  the  Committee 
unfortunately  hit  upon  a  bad  day  so  far  as  weather  was  con¬ 
cerned  ;  but  by  determined  efforts  the  workers  collected 
£\‘\  Is.  6d.  The  amount  realised  by  the  effort  in  Sunderland 
was  £165  4s.  1  Od. ,  the  total  for  the  whole  area  being 
£365  19s.  Id.,  which,  considering  the  difficulties  of  fixing 
dates  in  some  areas,  was  considered  very  good.  Several  of 
the  Workmen’s  Governors  have  already  fixed  dates  for  this 
year’s  effort. 

The  Sports  Committee  have  again  been  instrumental 
in  helping  the  Institution  by  carrying  on  the  Football  Com¬ 
petitions  for  the  two  trophies  we  possess,  and  have  been  fairly 
successful.  The  total  amount  raised  was  TTl03  17s.  9d.,  in 
addition  to  which  we  received  £ 27  2s.,  proportion  of  practice 
games  of  the  Sunderland  and  South  Shields  Football  Clubs. 
The  thanks  of  the  General  Committee  are  accorded  to  the 
Sports  Committee  for  their  continued  efforts  on  our  behalf, 
and  also  to  the  clubs  who  so  kindly  assist  by  allocating  sums 
from  the  practice  games. 

The  Senior  Surgeon,  Dr.  H.  Boyd  Cunningham,  is  ever 
to  the  fore  in  his  attention  to  the  patients,  with  that  skill  and 
care  which  are  characteristic  of  him,  and  his  kindly  way  in 
receiving  and  dealing  with  them,  especially  with  the  out¬ 
patients  on  busy  days,  is  fully  appreciated  by  those  who 
attend.  He  has  been  ably  supported  by  the  rest  of  the 
Assistant  Surgeons,  the  Matron,  and  Nurses. 

Miss  Goulding  is  now  fairly  established  as  Matron,  and 
is  giving  of  her  best  for  the  welfare  of  the  Institution.  She 
has  a  capable  and  energetic  staff  of  Sisters  and  Nurses,  who 
do  their  utmost  for  the  welfare  of  the  patients.  Examina¬ 
tions  have  been  held  during  the  winter  months  with  satis- 
*  factory  results. 
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In  conclusion,  the  General  Committee  express  their 
sincere  thanks  to  the  Clergy,  Ministers,  and  others  holding 
Divine  Service  in  the  Institution  from  time  to  time;  to  all 
those  who,  by  donations,  subscriptions,  or  other  service  have 
contributed  to  the  upkeep  and  development  of  the  work  done 
by  means  of  the  Eye  Infirmary.  We  would  remind  all  who 
desire  to  relieve  the  suffering  of  those  who  .have  to  seek  the 
aid  of  this  Institution  to  kindly  bring  its  claims  before 
employers  of  labour,  employees,  and  the  public  generally,  by 
continually  advocating  its  claims,  so  that  the  success  of  the 
Infirmary  may  be  assured.

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92nd  Annual  Medical  Report. 

TO  THE  GOVERNORS  OF  THE 

DURHAM  COUNTY  AND  SUNDERLAND 

EYE  INFIRMARY. 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  the  Medical  Report 
for  the  year  1927. 

Out-Patient  Department.  —  The  large  number  of 
12,623  new  patients  applied  for  treatment  during  the  year. 
These,  together  with  the  number  of  patients  remaining  on  the 
books,  totalled  no  less  than  19,481.  The  attendances  amounted 
in  all  to  72,142 — an  increase  of  over  15,326.  The  average 
daily  attendance  amounted  to  2 3 5 '7 5 .  In  1919  the  average 
daily  attendance  was  14P22.  This  large  increase  clearly 
shows  that  the  work  of  the  Institution  is  greatly  appreciated 
and  that  its  reputation  continues  to  spread  throughout  the 
North  of  England. 

The  Out-patient  Department  is  at  present  very  much 
overcrowded  on  certain  days,  and  until  this  congestion  is 
relieved,  some  inconvenience  is  bound  to  be  felt. 

Sight  Testing. — 1158  patients  received  prescriptions 
for  spectacles — an  increase  of  232  when  compared  with  1922. 

Consultation. — A  very  large  increase  of  patients 
referred  by  their  doctors  for  consultation  is  still  noted.  No 
fewer  than  1821  such  cases  were  examined,  and  letters  were 
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sent  to  the  patient’s  medical  adviser  giving  particulars  of  the 
case  and  the  suggested  form  of  treatment.  This  again  is 
ample  evidence  of  the  value  of  the  work  of  the  Medical  Staff 
of  the  Hospital. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum.— The  number  of  cases  of 
this  serious  disease  is  decreasing.  This  is  due  to  a  very  large 
extent  to  the  excellent  work  performed  by  the  Welfare 
Centres  throughout  the  district.  It  is,  however,  desirable 
that  accommodation  should  be  provided  so  that  the  more 
serious  cases  of  this  disease  could  be  treated  as  in-patients. 
Owing  to  the  dangers  of  infection,  these  cases  require  a 
special  ward  and  attendants.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that,  when  the 
enlargement  of  the  Hospital  is  undertaken,  due  regard  will  be 
paid  to  this  most  important  matter.  This  disease  is  one  of  the 
commonest  causes  of  blindness  in  children,  and  the  necessity 
of  early  and  skilled  treatment  cannot  be  too  strongly  em¬ 
phasised. 

X  Ray  Department. — ’The  number  of  examinations 
amounted  to  90.  This  Department  is  in  charge  of  Dr.  Paige- 
Arnold,  and  continues  to  be  of  very  great  assistance  in  the 
diagnosis  of  injuries  and  diseases  affecting  the  eye.  This 
Department  could,  with  enlarged  premises,  still  further  render 
most  valuable  benefit. 

Pathological  Department.  —  As  no  provision  for 
this  work  is  made,  most  of  the  ,pathological  investigation  is 
carried  out  by  Dr.  Cookson,  Pathologist  to  the  Royal 
Infirmary.  Thanks  are  due  to  Dr.  Cookson  for  the  valu¬ 
able  assistance  rendered  and  also  for  the  great  care  and  skill 
exhibited  in  the  preparation  of  many  interesting  specimens. 

Miners’  Nystagmus. — Cases  of  Nystagmus  still  seem 
to  be  on  the  increase.  Much  investigation  is  taking  place  as 
to  the  actual  cause  of  this  distressing  disease.  Large  numbers 
of  otherwise  able-bodied  men  are  rendered  unable  to  undertake 
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any  kind  of  work  for  long  periods.  Many  men  who  recover 
from  an  attack  of  this  disease  are  again  affected  after  they 
have  returned  to  their  work  in  the  mine. 

Injuries  with  Coal. — All  injuries  to  the  eye  with 
coal  must  be  regarded  as  dangerous.  Large  numbers  of  such 
cases  suffer  with  impaired  vision,  whilst  many  eyes  are  lost 
through  delay  in  seeking  treatment.  Early  and  efficient  treat¬ 
ment  of  all  injuries  to  the  eye,  especially  with  coal,  is  most 
essential. 

In-Patient  Department. — The  number  of  patients 
admitted  was  523  and,  with  6  remaining  in  the  Hospital  on 
January  1st,  1927,  made  529  in-patients  who  received  treat¬ 
ment  during  the  year. 

Operations. — No  fewer  than  547  operations  were  per¬ 
formed  during  the  year — 317  on  in-patients  and  230  on  out¬ 
patients.  These  do  not  include  a  large  number  of  small 
operations  performed  in  the  Out-patient  Department. 

Giant  Magnets. — On  19  occasions  the  Giant  Magnets 
were  successfully  used  to  remove  foreign  bodies  from  the 
interior  of  the  eye. 

I  again  express  my  grateful  thanks  to  Dr.  Ajinkya  for  his 
good  work — he  is  a  pleasant  colleague  to  work  with — and  to 
Drs.  Hubbersty  and  Paige  Arnold  for  their  excellent  assistance. 

The  Secretary,  Mr.  Butterfield,  continues  to  be  of  much 
help  with  the  registration  of  patients  and  the  care  of  the 
patients’  records.  The  increase  of  patients  attending  has 
made  the  work  most  arduous  on  busy  mornings. 

To  Miss  Goulding  and  the  Nursing  Staff  grateful  thanks 
and  appreciation  are  due. 

Mr.  Austin  Laws  has  discharged  his  duty  as  dispenser  in 
a  most  satisfactory  manner.
